For  several  years  I have  been  growing  Dahlias,  selecting  from  more  than  a thousand  dif- 
ferent varieties  the  kinds  that  are  best  adapted  for  general  garden  culture.  My  experiments 
have  proved  that  many  varieties,  especially  the  lighter  colored  Cactus  and  Decorative  Dah- 
lias, are  distinct  failures  in  the  northern  and  middle  states  and  more  than  250  or  300  miles 
from  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  The  varieties  in  this  list  are  “survivals  of  the  fittest,”  and  will 
be  found  to  do  well  wherever  Dahlias  can  be  grown  at  all.  Those  who  have  “no  luck  with 
Dahlias”  will  do  well  to  try  them.  The  fields  have  been  carefull  rogued,  discarding  all  sorts 
having  yellow  centers  and  other  undesirable  traits.

Tall  growing,  loose-petaled,  large  fiowered  | 
and  free  blooming.

They  habitually  bloom  with  great  freedom  and 
the  individual  flowers  make  a gorgeous  display 
in  the  field  besides  furnishing  magnificent  cut 
flowers.
